Allah  directs  His  servants  to  contemplate  His 
favors  and  gifts,  as  well  as  His  great  power  that  is 
demonstrated  by  His  creating  the  heavens  and 
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the  earth  and  the  various  types  and  categories  of 
creatures  in  them.  There  are  the  angels,  Jinns, 
humans,  animals,  birds,  beasts,  carnivores, 
insects  and  various  kinds  of  sea  creatures. 

The  night  and  day  alternate,  each  follows  the 
other  in  succession,  never  ceasing  to  come,  as 
decreed.  One  brings  darkness  and  one  brings 
light.  Allah  the  Exalted  also  sends  down  the  rain 
from  the  clouds  when  it  is  most  needed.

However,  when  the  disbelievers  persisted  in 
stubbornness,  Allah  legislated  for  the  believers  to 
fight  in  Jihad.
